We learn from Mr. Gamble, the efficient Superin- 
tendent of the Louisville and Nashville railroad, 
that this important enterprise is gradually progress- 
ing. Daily trains are now running to New Haven, 
a distance of 45 miles from this city. 

On and after Monday next there will be two daily 
trains on the road. The first will leave at 0 A. M.

£t C:45 P. M. 

Returning the first train will leave New Haven at 
f A.M. and arrive at Louisville at 9:45 A. M. The 
second train w ill leave New Haven at 4 P. M. and 
arrive at Louisville at G:15 P. M. 

We are glad to hear of the continued prosperity 
of the Nashville road. It is now doing a large busi- 
ness, which will increase as the road progresses. 
The receipts are at present much larger than those 
of the Frankfort road w hen it was first opened. 

Stock Sales in Bocrbox. — The Paris Hag 
says that, as u- ual at summer courts, there was not a 
largo amount of stock for sale on Monday last. — 
Some 500 bead of mules, 300 head of cattle, and 
75 head of horses were ottered; mules sold readily 
at better prices than usual. 20 heod of 2 year olds 
went at $153; 50 at $112; 55 at $105; others at 
$100, $92, and as low as $88. Yearlings — 10 head 
at $98; 10 at $70; and 15 at $64. The prices of 
cattle were not so well sustained. 28 head of three 
year olds sold at $32; 15 at $30; others as low as 
$23. Two year olds— 50 head at $25; 30 at $23; 
27 at $21; 18 at $19, &c. Horses sold at fair prices, 
ranging from $30 te $200. Mr. Hibler's sales were 
325 head of mules and other property at $31,903, 
which was more than half of the whole amount 
sold.

— The officers of the steamer Henry 
Lewis give the particulars of the killing on Monday 
last of James M. Lyell, the clerk of the court of 
Leaven worth county. Two accouets of this unfor- 
tunate aftair was given by eye witnesses. One was 
that while the election was progressing, Mr. Lyell 
handed a Dutchman a pro-slavery ticket, which'the 
Dutchman refused to vote and tore up. 

A fight then ensued, in which three or four men 
participated A free State man took the Dutch- 
man's part, and while engaged in the ri^ht drew 
forth a bowie-knitV, reached over and stabbed Lyell 
behind the shoulders, killing him almost instantly. 
Another account is, that there was an old grudge 
existing l>etween Lyell and the man with whom he 
had the difficulty, growing out of treatment given 
by L>ell during the troubles of last fall; but both 
accounts agree as to the manner of killing. The free 
State man was immediately taken into custody and 
placed in prison. So great was the excitement of 
the crowd, that a guard of 200 men had to be placed 
to guard the prison Monday Bight, to keep summary 
vengeance from being executed. But quiet had 
I >een restored when the boat left, and it is to be 
hoped that the law will have its course.

Frke IbMHfcl a Canada.— Mr. Prince, an 
eminent lawyer and politician of Canada, recently 
delivered a speech in the Canadian Patliament, in 
which he denounced the inrtux of free negroes into 
that country as an evil, which demanded some 
prompt remedy. Thereupon the colored brethren 
held an iudignation meeting, in w hich Prince was 
denounced in the most savory terms, and white men 
were generally scored for their ignorance, vulgarity, 
and brutality. To these anathemas Counselor 
Prince replies in the following pungent strain, which 
has, to us, a very strong resemblance to the truth, 
as it appeared to all who have had like opportuni- 
ties of knowing this race: 

Among the many estimable quantities they pos- 
sess, a systematic habit of lyivg is not the least pro- 
minent; and the "colored citizens'' aforesaid seem 
to partake of that quality in an eminent degree 
because in their famous resolutions they roundlv as- 
sert that, during the ReMlion "I walked arm in 
arm w ith colored men"— and that "I have accumu- 
lated much earthly gains," as a lawver, "among 
colored clients." All lies! lies! liesffrom begin- 
ning to end. I admit that one company of SSi 
did belong to my contingent battalion, but thev 
made the very worst of soldiers, and were, compar- 
atively speaking, unsusceptible of drill or discipline, 
and were conspicuous for one act only — a stupid 
sentry shot the son of one ot our oldest colonels 
under a mistaken notion that he was thereby doinj 



his duty. But, I certainly never did myself the 
honor of "walking arm-ir-irm" with any of the 
colored gentlemen of that di-tinguished corps. 

Then, as to mv election. Few, very lew blacks 
voted for me. I never canvassed them, and hence, 
I suppose, they supported, as a body, my opponents. 
They took compassion upon 'a monument of injured 
innocence,' and thev sustained the monument for 
awhile Bpon the pedestal their inrtueuce erected. 
But the monument fell, and the fall proved that 
such influence was merely ephemeral, and it sank into 
insignificant nothingness, as it should, and I hope 
ever will do, or God help this noble land. Poor 
blackies! be not so bold, or so conceited, or so inso- 
lent hereafter, I do beseech you. 

Then bow rich I have become among mv 'colored' 
clients! I assert, without the fear of contradic tion, 
that I have been the friend of our Western 'darkie,s' 
for more than twenty years; and amid difficulties 
and troubles innumerable (for they are a litigious 
race), I have been their adviser, and I never made 
twenty pounks out of them in that long period. The 
fact is, the poor creatures never had the ability to 
pay a lawyer's fee. 

It has been my misfortune and the misfortune of 
my family to live among those bi.icks (and thev have 
lived upon us), for tweuty-Jbai years. I have em- 
ployed hundreds of them, and with the exception of 
one named Richard Hunter, not one has ever done 
for us a week's honest labor. I have taken them 
into my service, have fed and clothed them year 
after year, on their arrival from the States, and in 
return have generally found them rogues and thieves, 
and a graceless, worthless, thriftless, lying set of 
vagabonds. That is my very plain and Very simple 
description of the darkies as a body, and it would 
be indorsed by all the Western white men, with verv 
few exceptions. 

I have had scores of George Washingtons, Thos. 
Jetfersons, James M .disons, as well as Dinahs, (ile- 
niras, and Lavinias, in my service, and I understand 
them thoroughly, and I include the whole batch, old 
Richard Hunter excepted, in the categorv above

The New Grenadias Difficulties. — "Ion." 
the generally correct correspondent of the Baltimore

If rumors are to lw relied upon, this Government 
is on the eve of hostilities with New Grenada. Vene- 
zuela, and Costa Rica. Negotiations with New- 
Grenada have, so far, resulted in an aggravation of 
the difficulty, by exciting the passions and preju- 
dices of the Grenadians. The new President, it is 
aid, is disposed to do us justice, but is unable to 
control or resist the popular feeling of a conceited 
and vain-glorious race. 

There are various and contradictory rumors as to 
the condition of this question; but it is" asserted that, 
unless our minister, Mr. Bowlin, upon his arrival, 
shall afford some prospect of an adjustment of the 
matters pending, this government will adopt MM 
more hostile measures. New Grenada cannot ac- 
cording to the opinion of Mr. Motse, our late special 
ambassador at Bogota, pay the provisionary demand 
whi. h w is made on our part. It could not raise the 
sum of $400,000. It might give its bond* secured 
by a pledge of sovereignty over an island or two in 
tin* Bay of Panama, the possession of which would 
be very desirable to us. This is now said to l>e the 
mode in which the government of New Grenada ad- 
justed the Mcintosh claim with Great Britain.

Hay Making — Cut your Hay at the rlqht Time.— 
Philosophy and practice seldom agree. When is the 
right time? is the question for solution. Our neigh- 
bor, one of them, cut his hay a week in advance 
of his brother farmers — cut it very soon after the 
seed had commenced to form, frequently before the 
bloom had disappeared — cured it in the sun partiallv 
— not altogether. No one had better hay. His 
crop was secured before any of it had become 
wood. Dry sticks, and the fragrant, well cured 
hay in his barns were not auAlagous. Another 
ncighUr waited until others wore done, that he 
might obtain help at cheaper rates. Two weeks 
after others had linLshed, "his last day of ha^ ing ' 
came. There was another gain, he said, bv this 
course. The grass was riper and made faster- 
more was accouipluhed in a day; hence it did not 
cost near the amount to do his haying that it did 
other people. 

Of course not, but his complaint was, when 
winter came— "My hay does not spend well. My 
cattle eat heartily, but do not thrive as they should. 
Neighbor A. does not feed his cattle as well as I do 
mine, yet thev are in far better riesh." 

The hay, sir, the hay makes the difference. Cut 
it at the right time— just before the seed U matur- 
ed — before the woody matter predominates in the 
stalk. Some suppose the woody matter is useless 
as an article of nourishment, but it is not indigesti- 
ble, though insoluble in water. The age of the 
grass alone does not govern the amount of nutritive 
matter when made into hay, but so»l, climate, and 
season modify its value greatly. We would piefer 
to cut it in bloom, or a portion of the crop, ra'.her 
than let it remain to shell its seed. There are chem- 
ical considerations which enter into these directions. 
There is no doubt but there is more of the clemr*!" ot* 
nutrition iu grass at the time of do vering, but it is 
a question it such nutrition remains in greater quan- 
tity after the process of curing, when such proces h 
commenced before, or soon after, the seed com- 
mences to form. This is an open question. The 
quicker your hay is made and secured after it has 
reached the proper state, the letter.

We think the value of the grass crop after it i-. 
mule into hay depends as much on the manner of 
curing as on the time of cutting. The whole ema 
may be spoiled in curing, no matter when cut. The 
following practical directions are given from expe- 
rience: 

Cut in the morning. If the grass is hea\y, or 
green and damp, stir out. Let it wilt. Rake up 
and put in *mall cocks, if good veather, larger if 
"catching weather." Let it remain in the cock 
until it has sweat thoroughly. Tip over, shake 
apart. Give it one or tw o hours' good sun, a&d 
stack, or stow it in your mow. 

l>o not mow more than you can secure in tacks, 
the same day. Night dews injure bay if parti i!l 
cured. Throw salt on your bay, e*peeLtlly if i? i\ 
•lover, as von put it ir t e mow — four quarts to 
each ton. If you have no mowing machine, get 
one. If you cannot, use only a good sharp sevtn*, 
and necer mow or allow your men to mow w ith a dull 
scythe. 

These rainy June days, lit up the horse and other 
rakes. Make a lot of extra te-th to supplv broken 
ones. Fit up the hay rack. Have a good one. Use 
good forks. Do not in>ult your help by requiring 
them to pitch hay with poor" and rough-made forks. 
Smooth fork handle, springy and tough, and the hav 
is easily and quickly handled. Have plenty of COM 
and good drink in the hay tielu. The beat i* pure 
ice water. Some may demur; but we know nothing 
better or more healthy, and nothing that is preferred 
to it after having lieeu used once —Prairie. Farmer.

7. Fumigation is effected by meant of the smoke 
of the Fungus pulverulentes, or common "Ku//.- 
ball" or "Frog-cheese," which grows plentifully on 
old pasture, and should be dried in the w en till it is 
like tinder — the smoke stupefies but it doe* no', kill 
the lie_'s. When thev a»v in that state pick out the 
queen, drench them" with water in which a little 
honev has been mixed, and place the hive containin^- 
m it lung but these half-drow ned hees, upside-down 
under the hive you wish them to join; the dry bees 
will go down and lick the others dry, and the whole 
will then ascend into the upper hive, and the junc- 
tion will lie complete. Let the upj«>r hive rest ou 
the under one. 

8. Weigh all your hives or t>oxes when empty, 
and mark upon them the weight. For the winter 
support of your bees, each hive with the b 
weigh nearly twenty-eight poun ls; the < 
stronger the bees are in winter, the tietter will they 
be able to work in spring for you. Ir in autnm'n 
they do not weigh nearly twenty -eight pounds, they 
must be fed up to the proper weight. 

9. When a swarm comes off and the weather L* 
not suitable for bees to go out and get honev, they 
ought to be carefully fed, or they will starve "in their 
hive. 

10. Some fine day in spring lift the hive off the 
bottom board and scrape that clean, wash and dry 
it, then replace the hive; and you will have saved 
the bees an immense deal of trouble, and added to 
their health and con-.f : - \ pmkiav, tn Field.

Novel School Ixstrdcthw. — A new idea has 
been develojied in the school line. S. N. Hotsford, 
of Whitneyville, Ct , has established a school for 
Mechanical instruction, as well as educational, in 
eae of tbe rural districts of Connecticut.

(^Several « orks have lieen published in England 
laUly upon the Chinese. Sir John Davis has issued 
a •■'General Description of that Empire and its In- 
habitants." Robert Fortune has published "A 
Zessdeoee among the Chinese" — a narrative of 
woeae* and adventures during a third visit to that 
Htnmtry. M. Hue's recsnt "Travels in China" had 
graphic pictures of the domestic life and political 
eatitutions of that people. Fortune gives the fol- 
lowing picture of the market: 

For half a mile this street was literal! v crowded 
tith articles of food. Fish, pork, fowls, duck-, 
vegetables of many kinds, and tbe fruits of the sea- 
san, Kned its sides." Mushrooms were abundant and 
excellent. Frogs seemed much in demand. They 
are brought in tubs and baskets, and the vender eni- 
•afcy* himself in skinning them as he sits making 
sates. He takes np the frog in his left hand, and 
i a knife, held in his right, chops off the forepart 
' its bead. The skin is then drawn over the Ixxlv, 
d down to the feet, which are chopped off and 
ii away. The poor frog, still alive, but head- 
4ms, skinned, and without feet, is then thrown into

More gaily dressed than any of these 
were small parties of coolies, limpiug along on their 
aaall feet, each one having a long staff in her band 
to stedv her, and to help her along the mountain 
ami. Behind eaqh of these parties comes an atten- 
dant coolie, cany ing a basket of provisions, and 
any other little article required during their jour- 
ney.

nent in their effects. 2. The rise chief!.) attects pi 
visions and such articles as are produced in limited 
quantities. 3. It is much less perceptible in manu- 
factured articles. 4. It is greater in England than 
in France. 5. It cannot iraiinyress a certain limit, 
at which it is stopped by competition, until prices 
descend to the same level among all civilized na- 
tions. 6 Before this limit is attained the rise is 
f..r some time artificially exaggerated by the retail 
dealer. 7. The rise in France aud Euglaud has been 
favorable both to the merchant and the agriculturist. 
8 Salaries do not increase in proportion to the price 
of provision ■>. consequently the rise has l>een detri- 
mental to those who live upon fixed salaries; and, 
:i, Bases therefore w ho live upon fixed incomes daily 
become poorer. 

As a set-uff to these evils tbe author remarks upon 
the oenetits arising from an increased influx of gold, 
and shows that, although in theory an article of 
commerce might be expected to rise m price exactly 
in proportion to the increase of the circulating me- 
dium, such is not practically the caw, because this 
proportional rise meets uuh its check iu the stimu- 
lus given to production In tbe increaMng demand 
consequent npso a greater abundance of means. 

The difference between the influx of pmjoiu 
metal and the amount of ri e which it has pro- 
duced, therefore, con.-tituics ■ real increase in pub- 
lic wealth. Thus iu England, deducting the effects 
of the scarcity, which are tratisitory, the largest 
rise does not exceed twenty-five per cent. In France, 
where the e fleets of bad harvests hart been most se- 
verely felt and may lie stated at seventy-five per 
cent., the rise at ributable to the influx of gold is 
also limited to twenty-five per cent.; now, the in- 
flux of gold has lieen upwards of fifty per cent.; 
therefore, an addition has been made to the perma- 
nent w ealth of the country of at least one -half of 
the new amount of gold iutroduced. 

Whether and at w hat period tbe civilized world will 
be saturated with the precious metal M. Lcvasseur 
does not undertake to decide, but he thinks that that 
period is still far distant, and that the activity of 
our manufactures, the immense increase of our com- 
mercial intercourse, aud the -civilization which, 
through the instrumentality of gold, has so rapidly 
sprung up in California and Australia, will enable 
us for many years to come to atinoro the prod uce of 
the gold fields without being made sensible of any 
material depreciatiou of the currency. 

We will not follow M. Le\ asseur through the nu- 
merous statistical details into which he subsequent- 
ly enters in order to explain the great phenomenon 
of our day, viz: tbe disappearance of siher in pro- 
tiortion as gold flows in, a circumstance more severe- 
ly felt in France than els-ewhere; but we cannot 
omit to state that, in his opinion, it is the arbitrary 
proportion of value legally adopted in the latter 
couutry (fifteen and a half of silver to one of gold), 
a proportion permanently upheld between two metals 
the relative value of which is subject to constant 
change, that "France owes the melancholy privi- 
lege of always lieing a rich mine of speculation 
either for her gold or her silver " The author now 
inquires w hich of the two metals ought to l»e chosen 
for a standard. 

The French law, indeed, establishes five grammes 
of siiver al !> loths as the unit Value, but it al>o 
sanctions gold a» a legal tender; mid whichever of 
tbe two metals ha preferred, this presence is 
sure to give an unfair advantage to the bolder 
either of gold or silver, as the case may Le. 
One of the gre-t arguments against gold i.< 
its present depreciation; but who can lell whether 
silver may not, at no dtstant jieriod, undergo a sim- 
ilar depreciation? The production of ^old rflT'*"' 
inexhaustible at present; but on the other baud, has 
no: M. de Humbolt predicted, from personal obser- 
vation, and positive scientific data, that a day 
would come when the silver mines of Americi 
would l>e worked along a line of 12,000 kilometers? 
Agaiu, the production of silver depend* on that of 
mercuiy; what if new mines of that metal, hither- 
to un-uspected. were shortly di -covered? Since the 
discovery of mines of mercury in California tiie 
price of that sub tance ha» fallen from 7f. 44c to 2f. 
93c.,fqqivalent to a fall of six per cent in the val- 
ue of silver. HeaM there is no reason to conclude 
that silver w ill alwa\ s retain h • stability requisite 
for a standard of \aluo. But even 1 o v is J ran.e 
still in a condition to dictate the law? Has not the

A Caxadian Jury Fighting fok a Verdict. ^ — 
A rather hard story is told by the Aylmer limes, of 
the 21th, respecting the depravity of a jury, which, 
if true, is certainly deplorable. A man named 
Landers was charged with murder at the last witting 
of the Court of Queen's Bench for the District of 
Ottawa, held at Aylmer last week, and was put upon 
his trial for the crime. The case is reported thus: 

"Deceased came to Landers's uroggerv under the 
influence of liquor and demanded some drink; Lan- 
ders refused, and he insisted; the prisoner took up 
an iron poker to strike him with, but was prevented; 
he then took up a stick, which was tak-n from him; 
he then ran for an ax; this also he was persuaded or 
compelled to abandon; lastly, he took up a club of 
cordwood, four feet in length and three iuches thick, 
and struck deceased a blow which felled him to the 
earth, and made effort to follow it up by others till 
he was prevented. Deceased was carried from his 
door insensible and died immediately af-er." 

The jury, after retiring, it seeins.'could not agree; 
some were for convicting the prisoner, others man- 
slaughter, other* common assault, and it is thought 
some were for clearing him altogether. Finding that 
there was no prospect of their agreeing, those who 
were for convicting the prisoner for the capital of- 
fense offered to coinjiouiid the matter by bringing iu 
a verdict of manslaughter; hut this would not be 
agreed to. eight of them holding out for a verdict of 
common assault. 

Of course such a proposition could not lie agreed 
to, and they all agreed to resort to a "toss up," 
which resulted in favor of a verdict of manslaugh- 
ter. Yet still eight of the twelve would not submit 
to the result of their own proposal. Then was pro- 
| jsed an extraordinary measure for the decision of a 
verdict, viz: that they should div ide and tight across 
a table, six against six, the winning party to dictate 
a verdict. For some reason best known to them- 
selves, this patfanl was not adopted, and, as they 
could not agree upon a verdict, they were dis- 
charged, and the prisoner remanded until the next 
sitting of the court. The Times says that the jury, 
during the course of their deliberations, occasiouallv 
indulged them elves in singing and dancing reels. "

If AABUCB in Pkpsia.— The last nu:nl»er of the 
London (Quarterly Review contains au interesting 
article on I'ersia. Among the topics touched on is 
that of marriage. Marriages iu Persia are of two 
kin ls. sasafjUaa to the Sheeite law — one permanent 
and binding, unless dissolved by formal divorce, the 
other coutracted for a period not exceeding ninety 
years. A hush.und iu Persia can thus eujoy a free- 
hold or leasehold tenure of bis wife. The perma- 
nent marriage is called "Akd," aud the wife "A 
Kdee." It i.> the most bonorahle form of marriage 
contract recognized hv the Mohammedan law, the 
nenahar of wives of this class being limited, not by 
distinct ordinance, but by a recommendation of the 
l'mphet, to four. 

The leasehold tenure is called ''Seegba/'or ''I^e- 
gh:; e neved Suleh," the ninety* years contract. Bu 
though the term may be so far extended, the limit 
is <r«iiierallv of a shorter duration. It i- said to lie

Shocking Accident at Boston. —Four Person* 
Killed and Two Othfrs Injured. — At the extiit.ition of 
lire works on the common on the evening of the 4th, 
two iron mortars were used in discharging rocket 
shells, and two men were specially employed in 
liring them. Iu one of the mortars a shell was in- 
serted, and the fuse was lighted by a young man 
named Patrick Cook, when the mortar hurst elenoal 
instantly, scattering its pi ces iu every direction. 
One of them struck \oung Cook on the left -boul- 
der and face, breaking every botie with which it 
came in contact, although to outward appearam-e 
there was no injury except a cut on the face. Cook 
lived aliout live minutes, but spoke io word. He 
was nineteen years of age, and had I e -u in tbe em- 
ploy of the pyrotechnist.-, James G. Ho<.ev & Vm., 
tor nine or ten years. He leaves a widowed mother 
and two sisters aud a brother who were dependent 
upon him for support. 

Another piece of the mortar struck the face of a 
boy named John Mahar, who was sitting on the 
corner of the enclosure, aliout a rod and a half from 
the mortar. He fell back dead. He was fourteen 
Man of age, and the son of John Mahar, tailor, of 
No. 2 Hartford ]4ace. 

A third piece weut over the enclosure and struck 
Mr. Asa Ubby iu the breast.^ He was taken iu a 
carriage to his residence in West Cedar street, but 
died on the way. He was ■ b et forty years of aye, 
and leaves a Wife living in East Bristol, Me. He 
was a cabinet-maker, doing busine.s in Cambridge 
street, assisted by two sons, who are now with their 
mother, having gone home to spend the 4th. The 
liereaved 

family will not recehe intelligence of his 
death till this morning. 

Another piece struck Mr. George P. Tewkslmry, 
who was standing within the enclosure three hun- 
dred feet from the mortar. His face and head were 
horribly torn, and though he was taken to the hos- 
pital and immediately received medical treatim-nt, 
died in the course of the nhtht. Tewksbury was 
formerly harbor-master of Boston. He leaves a 
wife anil seven children. We should think he was 
about 45 v ears of age. 

Mr. Wvzeman Marshall, the tragedian, was stand- 
ing near Mr. Tewkslmry, and was struck on the h-ft 
eheek end neck by another piece of the mortar. The 
wound swelled very much, but it is not considered 
dangerous.

The 
repetition three times of a certain form of word 
suffices to dissolve a marriage, aud the most triding 
quarrel ct'teu leads to a divorce. Christianity alone 
elevates woman to her proper sphere and dignity ■ 
and in its elevating aud purifying influences we have 
the evidence of its divine origin. 



— One cannot 
avoid Leing amused, at times, by tbe absurdities of 
matrimorial advertisements as they appear in Lon- 
don and New York. The incongruous mixture of 
love and lucre, Imsiness aud sentiment, vanity and 
venality, innocence and impudence, which form the 
staple of this sort of diplomacy, is quite as divert- 
ing as the most comical farce invented by the play- 
wrights. We have liefore us at this moment sever- 
al specimens of this kind of literature which are 
well worthy of republication. Here is an advertise- 
ment from "A young gentleman of New York, who 
w ishes to form a nutriuionial alliance with a young 
Jadv not over sixteen J ears of age. She must i e 
pretty, well developed, of undoubted respectability, 
&c. Modest young gentleman that, but a cunning 
dog notwithstanding. "Not over sixteen" by any 
means, for if she is old enough to have arrived at 
years of discretion she may M too old a Idrd to be 
"caught with chaff She must be pretty, of coune; 
girls of sixteen have no right to be ugly. The par- 
ticular points of de elopment are not set down by 
the advertiser. He prol>ar>lv don't allude to the 
waist or the ankle, and certainly not to the brain; 
since no young lady, even of sixteen, who has a rea- 
sonablv well developed brain, could possibly be en- 
trapped bv a njatnuiouial «dverti»ement. ' Of his 
own charms, prrvon-l. moral, or pecuniary, the 
young man is too modest to irive any account. He 
simply speaks of him-elf as ■ "gentleman doing bu- 
siness in New York. " Considering how many sorts 
of "bnsineas" are doue in that enterpr sing village, 
we would wish, for the sake of getting some idea of 
his character, that he had been a little more specific.

Steamboat Disaster— Several Lives Lost — -The 
O-hkush Democrat gives the folic* ing particulars of 
the explosion of the river steamer Berlin City, while 
racing with the steamer Pearl, on the 3d iust.: 

Yesterday afternoon the steamers Pearl and P.er- 
lin City left this place at the same time, the former 
ft>r New London, the latter for Berlin. In K° in .^ U P 
the river together they of course raced, and when 
about a mile this side of Butts de Morts, the Pearl 
being nliout ten rods ahead, the boilers of the Ciry 
exploded with tcrrilic force, tearing her all to pieces. 
Four persons were killed outright — Capt. Brown of 
Berlin, the engineer, and two other m< n. In about 
three minutes alter the explosion she sunk in about 
eiu'bt feet of water. The P*arl went immediately 
to the rescue of the passengers, and. picking up all 
she could liud. immediately returned to this place 
wiih them. Nearly all on board the City were in- 
jured more or less. The Ural of several are despair- 
ed of. On the arrival of the Pearl a Iul; was imme- 
diately dispatched to the scene of the disaster. The 
Pearl started up for B-rlin about dusk, h iving some 
of the wounded on board. The books of the Berlin 
being lost, it was impossible to tell, at the time of 
goiag to press, bow many passengers were on board, 
or how many are missing. It is feared that several 
are lost who are not ^et known.
